WASHINGTON, Oct. 15: Staggered 


by th* enormous growth shewn by the 
return* ef th* n*w census for a num- 
ber «f western cttie*, Director Durand 
of th* ctniu* bureau ordered an inves- 
tigation, th* r**ult of which appeared 
in th* announcement tonight that 
gro*» fraud* had b**n perpetrated. 


Mr. Durand gave out also a letUr 


from President Taft directing that per- 
son* implicated hi the alleged fraud* 
b* prosecuted. 


Cities (pacifically mentioned a* be- 


ing affected by the fraud* ar* Tacoma, 
8*attl* and Ab«rd**n, Wa*h.; Portland, 
Or*., Minn*apoO», Mino, Boise, Ida., 
and Fort Smith, Ark., but it i* aaid that 
th*r* ar* many awier*. 


Th* re*ult of a, second enumeration 


of Tacoiea, Wash., was announced to- 
night. The city shows "a population of 
S2.972, an Increase of 4£,2M, or UO per 
cent over the population of 1900. Tbe 
first figures turned in for Tacoma 
•aore 118,248 In other words, the actual 
population waa padded to the extent 
of M.2W, which would have meant 
a 


further addition of 40 per cent.

measurements. The opportunity came 
one November a few day* after the 
pond waft frown over. The pond wa* 
120 feet wMe. and, m raring from the 
pi act where the brook e?me in, to the 
dam, 
It wa* go f*et long. The ho«-^ 


wa* made of a mixture of mud »nd 
long willow stlc**. I n-vfured'the 
house around the bottom on top of th* 
tee. 
It took 2f feet of rope to go 


wound It, while the top of the ho«« 
wan exactly 5 foet above the ice. Won- 
dering hew much of the house wa* in 
the water under the ice, I thought to 
measure, by thrusting a pole to the 
bottom.

above water or pond level. 


Model Houeekuping. 


In the water by the ho"-« was a 


large brush heap -of green aspen and 
willows. This was the beavers' granary 
or food pile, and would supply food for 
this entire household during the whole 
winter season.

ELL. ''when that I was a 
little tiny girl," to paraphrase 
the epilogue from "Twelfth 
Njght." and when my bcs 


girl friend was just not quite MI littl 
nor quite so tiny, it chanced one day 
that the wind didn't blow and the rain 
didn't rain, and *o the thing we ha< 
been planning for weeks happened. 
1 


was a foolish thing and a naughty 
thing. 
But we were very young anc 


very foolish too, and, as 1 look back on 
it now, it was so ludicrous that the 
folly of it and the naughtiness of i 
are tost in the humor of it That phafe 
of it. however, could not have suggestec 
itself at the time to two families who 
for forty-eight hours nearly distracted 
or to the newspapers that were printing 
big headlines about,us. 


Yet even the families, after everything 


had simmered down and all was wel 
again, realized that during our escapade 
we had had one experkace worth treas- 
uring, because h proved that the rough 
,est human exterior may'bide beneath 
it a gentle and kindly nature. That ex- 
perience and is sequel are whit lead me 
to tell this story. Without them it sim- 
ply would have bf<n -an es«»pade of 
two foolish young girls. With them it 
has a touch of something vet/ banian 
and in the end something very un- 
usual—something it sevmS to me worth 
the telling. I presume that by this time 
the reader has guessed the nature of ihe 
escapade to which I have referred, and 
that I may venture to whet curiosity 
by stating that, when we were safely 
back in the folds of our respective fam- 
ilies, our people advertised far »«d wide, 
but vainly, for a tramp who had acted 
toward us like a knight of old, and 


. whom, ten years later, I discovered amhi 


strangely different surroundings, trans- 
formed in appearance and in a wholly 
changed station in life. 


I come from "the coast,** aad at the 


time when what I am about to relate 
happened, was living with my parents 
in San Francisco. 
I was only eight 


years old » schoolgirl. 'There was at 
•that tuue in San Francisco an excellent 
French school kept by a Madame Zitska, 
and it was to her school that I was 
going. 
No member of my family wai 


m any way connected with the sUgt, 
but I seeui to have had an inborn love 
for it. San Francisco's favorite actress 
then was Ellie Wilton. 
She was a 


heroine in my eyes, so. it was quite 
natural that when I discovered that one 
of my classmates was Ellie Wilton's 


^rriecc, I singled her ouj froifi among all 


the other girls at school for my fast 
friend. She adored her aunt, I adored 
her aunt: and I think what drew us so 
strongly to each other was the opportun- 
ity our friendship gave us to adore her 
aunt together. 
. 


My parents had no special fondness 


for the theatre. 
They enjoyed it in 


about the same manner that the average 
theatregoer does, and they certainly did 
not encourage me to go to it, but rather 
the reverse. But Eflie Wilton's niece 
being my best friend and going more 
or less to sec her act, 1 was allowed to 
go too. To us little girls the orchestra 
stalls were seventh heavens, and the 
stage a realm far beyond this earth. We 
made no allowance for tinsel and foot- 
lights. It was real to tis and we longed 
to be part of it. I believe my little 
friend had thrown out a suggestion at 
home" that she wanted to "become an 
actress like auntie/' and had been 
promptly "squelched." and by no one 
more promptly-thaw mid "auntie." 
I 


never dared breathe a word at home 
about my own bum big ambition, but 
1 know both my friend and myself 
thought it very "queer" that the hint 
she had thrown out had met with such 
an 
unfavorable reception 
from 
her 


people. However, we were close mouth- 
ed little'conspirator?, and however much 
we talked between ourselves about our 
plans, and that ^MS almost constantly, 
we gave no one else an inkling of them. 
Madame Zitska's school was situated in 
•u hat then .wai known as the "Western 
addition." It now is a residence lection. 
The house in which the school was held 
in time went the way of most houses 
in city sections that arc being "im- 


proved,"' and the big stage that callec 
lor Jhe children at their homes am 
brought them bacV again after school 
probably dropped apart long ago. 


In this stage, each with lips close t 


the other's ear-so as to be heard by he 
above the rumbling of the wheels, yet 
remain unheard by the others; in th< 
school-room, where we sat at adjoining 
destu; at home or on our walks ii 
fact wherever -we were together—we 
conspired. We thought it was the sim 
plest thing in the world to go on the 
stage, that all you did was to tell a 
manager you wanted to go on and on 
you went. To our childish minds tha 
feared nothing, there was no difficult; 
in the matter at all. Of the years o 
training and struggle that an actress 
goes through to achieve success, an< 
then, only too often to fail, we knew 
nothing. 
Children are the most de- 


lightfully unconscious creatures in the 
world, otherwise the thought of wha 
we planned never could have entera 
our little heads. We wanted to go on 
the stage, and we simply determined to 
do it. 
In planning how, we made op 


our minds that if we tried to make oui 
debuts in San Francisco, irate parents 
would in some way got wind of it anc 
swoop down upon us behind the'scene: 
to bear us off to hotue, spankings anc 
bed, even before the curtain went up. 
So we decided to run away and surprise 
our parents by coming,/ bscV—famous 
Could anything hare teen more deli- 
ckmsly naive? 


We took sefcttl weeks to put the 


plan'in operation. We had heard there 
was a theatre in San Jose, a railroad 
trip of about an hour and a half from 
San Francisco, and this we concluded 
would be * favorable spot for our "first 
appearance on any stage." Nothing 
would hare delayed us from starting at 


t if we had had the nrimey. Not 


having it, we found out the price ol 
two fares from San Francisco to San 
Jose, figured out the probable cost of a 
night in a hotel there, and then began 
to hoard our nickels and dimes. Thai 
we should allow'for the cost of a re- 
turn trip never occurred to us. We ex- 
pected, after reaching San Jose and 
putting up at a hotel, to visit the man- 
ager of the theatre, state our object, be 
welcomed by him with open arms to a 
hospitable stage, begin making money at 
once, and in due time return to San 
Francisco, there, heralded by fame, to 
burst in upon our proud and delighted 
pirents.

two or jnore equally simple compounds. 
The foundation of the .cream candies is a 
combination of sugar, water and cream 
of tartar, which the confectioners call 
"fondant." This fondant forms the base 
of all the cream candies, and the com- 
binations that can be made with it are 
surprising. 
. The 
ingredients, 
which 


shoiild.be mixed in the order given, are 
as follows^ 
. 


Granulated sugar, four cupfuls. 
Hot 


water, two cupfuls. 
Cream of tartar, 


one level teaspoon ful. 


Stir over a slow fire until thoroughly 


dissolved, but do not allow it to boil. 
As soon as it is dissolved, take a damp 
cloth and wipe away any grains that 
appear around the sides of the pan. Then 
put the mixture over a quick fire and 
let it boil until it makes a soft ball when 
tried in cold water. Remove from the 
fire and set aside to cool, but do not 
pour it out of the pan in which it was 
cooked. 
It is important that it should 


coo! evenly, therefore do not try to 
hasten the cooling by putting the pan in 
cold water. As soon as it is cool — not 
rold-^-stir energetically with a spoon un- 
til it becomes a thick, creamy mass. 
When too stiff to stir, take it in the 
hands *nd knead. Its lightness depends 
upon the amount of kneading, and there 
is no danger of overdoing it. When 
quite light and- creamy, put it into :m 
earthen dish and cover with a slightly 
dampened cloth. 
If the- cloth i* kept 


damp the fond.tnt will keep for weeks, 
and it i-. improved by age 
It should 


be allo-ved to stand at least twenty- 
four hour' hefotc bring trrd.

Coloring the Fopdaat 


The colors for the white fondant are 


quite simple to make, and can be pro- 
duced at home as cheaply as they can 
be purchased at the confectioner's. Red 
is made in this manner: Boil one otmre 
of cochineal in half a pint of water for 
five minutes, then add one ounce of 
cream of tartar, one-half ounce of pow- 
dered alum, and boil ten minutes longer. 
While it is Mill hot add two mmcc, of 
MiRar and IxMtlf for use. 
Hlne is made 


by rubbing indigo in a little water on a 
ptttr, and yellow is made with gamboge 
in the <4inie mariner. 
To make green, 


boil the leave* of spinach for .1 minute 
in a little nat*r. strain and h"tlle.. To 
color the 
1 fondant, simply work in the 


desired color, i little ai « lira*, unul 


the proper shade is obtained. It is 
flavored by working in the flavoring ex- 
tract in the same manner. 


Cream Candles and Hut Combination* 


The simplest candy is rhocolatr cream, 


a combination of fondant-and chocolate. 
After flavoring or coloring the fondant, 
roll irHo balls and dip into melted choco- 
late. 
The fondant balls should stand 


an hour or so before being dipped 
Leave them, in the chocolate as short 
a time as possible, and do not allow them 
to collect too much, or the' chocolate 
will spread. 
After dipping, lay out on 


paraffin 
paper 
to harden.

ITALY riRs EMPLOYED THEM 
AS WAR MESSENGERS # + *

For centuries good and bad none, 


prayers for help, secrets of state, tid- 
ings of war's victories and defeats 
have been sent 
under 
a 
pigeon's 


wings. 
Egyptian records bhow that 


they were used in the laj-.-i of tlie 
Pharoahs 
thirteen ' centuries 
before 


Christ. 
Ovid tells that they carried 


the news of the Olympian games to 
the distant friends and relatives oC 
the Actors. 


Three >ears ago the British 
ad- 


miralty decided to abolish the elab- 
orate carrier pigeon service which had 
long been established in the 
royal 


navy, though the .loft at Malta is 
still retained. The Hr»t cote was es- 
tablished at ^Vhale Island, in Ports- 
mouth' harbor, a number of officer* 
at the signaling school there training 
pigeons at their own expense. The ex- 
periments proved so successful 
that 


eventually the Intelligence j»r>anment 
threw an official aegis over the pigeon 
cotes, and th< result was the estab- 
lishment of commodious lofts at Ports- 
mouth, Devonport and Sheerr.ess. 


First-class carrier pigeons are very 


expensive; some "stud" birds costing 
as much as f60, nnd they can attain 
the remarkable speed of nearly 1.50J 
yards a minute 
The 
birds 
were 


trained «J1 along the coast and inter- 
Communication between df>ck>nrdt! was 
maintained by tills means. 


A few years ago the Jap^ncm gov- 


ernment obtained all possible informa- 
tion on the subject of pigeon breed- 
ing ih this country, and purchased a
